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Nearly one month after the gencral election for student/ 
president regent, Mike Farquhar and Dave Wiley finally found 
out who would take office in January. 

Ofthe S10 ballotscast, Farquhar reccived 286, Wiley 219and 
5 ballots had other names written in. 

“Pm very excited, It was a very tough victory and I’m 
certainly glad tocomeoutontop,” Farquhar said. “Ithas been six 
weeks with so many peaks and valleys,” 

The general election, which was held Oct, 22-23, resulted in 
a run-off election between Farquhar, who had 231 votes, and 
Witcy, with 321. According to the election process, a candidate 
for student president/regent mustattain 50 percent plus onc vote 
to win the election. To be elected, one of the four candidates 
would have had to receive 478 vates, 

Bobby Loud and Mary Reynolds, the other candidates in the 
general clection, received 224 votesand 170 vates, respectively. 

Wiley, who was waiting for election results at Surf City on 
Dodge Street, gave his reaction to the news. 

“Shithappens, [gaveitmy best shot. [wish lwoutdhave won. 
I'm sure Mike will doa great job and I wish him all the luck,” 
Wiley said. 

Farquhar said the experience of running for the office is one 
he values, 

“It’s very political,” he said of the election process. “There 

were somany times people were stabbing people in dhe back — 
things would just snowball. ‘You can't beat the learning experi- 
cnee.” 
Although Farquhar said he was nervous as he waited at the 
Godfather’s on 76th and Pacific streets for the results, “I knew 
there was nothing more I could do. is kind of like Chrisisas 
moming, that fecling of anticipation.” 


Farquhar said fic thought the time between the general elee- 
tion and the run-off was good for him. 

“Waitingclosctoamonthwasabencfittemebecause Dave" 8 
parking issuchad faded and it gaveme time to gooutand gather 
more support,” Farquhar said, 

He said he agrees parking is a problem, but said it is a longe 
term issue, 

“Our children will probably face the issue.”

Some of the things Farquhar said henoticed when he went to 
campus organizations tospeak were problems with funding and 
accessibility tothe student senate. Hesaidhcintendson going to 
organization meetings while heis PresidenyRegentto try tohelp 
organizations with problems. 

“I'm going to be a very visible President/Regent, making 
peopte aware of me. Ihave an open decor policy. Ican not know 
what is going on on campus without people talking to me.” 

Farquhar added he would be scaling back on his other 
involvements.on campus. 

With die clection over, Farquhar said he is going to focus on 
writing some papers for his classes and plans on spending time 
findingourwhatisexpectedofhim atthe University of Nebraska 
BoardofRegents meetings and preparing for his first meeting in 
January. 

Etcction Commissioner Mike McKenna said he was im- 
pressed with the tumout at the run-off, 

“Between the generat election and the run-off we handed out 
over 2,400 piecesof paper and all wecan’taccount foris 5 from 
the generat election,” McKenna said. 

The results of the survey asking whether or not students were 
in favor of paying te directors of the studentagencies were: 266 
said yes; a9 said nd and 25 suiveys were blank.

She described the current policy of selling 
unlimited permits “asctup” for studentsto park 
illegally, so as to create sevenue from parking 
fines.

“T have notyct been able to track down how 


the fees arc set. I’ve been told the parking 


advisory commiltee is the one who sets up the 
fees. Andtheuniversityeampusscemstoblame 
the Student Government workers, They said, 
*You’renot having Student Government work- 
ers work hard enough for you.’ I'm upset,” 
Tumer said, 

Tumer gave the committce a list of recom: 
mendations for solving the pasking problem. 

One of the recommendations was for UNO 
to open thres faculty lots to students. 


were having a parking problem, dicy opened 
three of their faculty tots to faculty and stu- 
dents,” Turner said, “You guys (the faculty) 
have the ability to park on campus. We're 
payingtocomehere, 1fccl our patronage should 
be appreciated.” 

ManagerofCampusSecurity CharlesSwank, 
a member of the committee, responded, “The 
majority of faculty/staff lots arc in fact open to 
students in the afternoons. Some open at 12:30

Tumer, who said she has a permit, said the 
mainreason she accumulated $600 in fines was 
her inability to find parking around the Univer- 
sity Library where she works after taking her 
children to day care centers, ; 

“I drop my children off at 8:30. I have to be 
at work here at 9. I don’t have time to drive 
around, [don’thave time to goto Ak-Sar-Ben.” 

. Swank also'said during the early weeks of 
cach semester, members of his staff work over- 
time to help students find parking. 

“During the first four to six weeks of each 
semester, [keepmy midnight shift, people who 
come to work at Li p.m. at night and get off at 
7am, in the moming, I’m keeping them here 
until 11 a.m. in the moming. 

“They’reouthercin these lots tohelp get the 
taffic settled down and directing people to 
available parking. And when the lots are full, 
the officers tell people who are waiting about 
Ak-Sar-Ben,” Swank said,

In many regards, “Cape Fear” encompasses characteristics 
indicative of the presence of its director, the extraordinarily 
talented Martin Scorsese. This film reminds us over and over 


again why this filmmaker has achieved his remarkable reputa- 
tion. 

In present-day New Essex, N.C., the world of eminently 
successful attomey Sam Bowden QNick Nolte) seems on a 


perfectly even kee}, Beyond his accomplishments at work, he 
lives in a magnificent home with his stunningly attractive wife 
Leigh (Jessica Lange) and his somewhat troubled, but innocent 
and beautiful, daughter Danielle Gulictte Lewis). 

Into this idyllic world, chaos and terror come to reign when 
Max Cady (Robert De Niro) isreleased from jail after serving 14 
years forrape. Itseems that Bowden, aone-time publicdefender 


and Cady’s lawyer, did not include a piece of information in’ 


Cady’s defense that might have aided his situation. 

The tattoo-covered, cigar-smoking, muscular Cady makes 
his presence known to Bowden one day and threatens him with 
an off-hand remark about teaching him aboutloss, 

From that moment forward, Bowden and his family become 
the targets of Cady’shatred and vengeance. Remarkably clever, 
Cady manages totum the legal tables on Bowden, so that in the 
eyesofthelaw, itsecmstoappear that Cady himselfisthe victim.

Scorsese aspires during several moments of “Cape Fear” to 
createmood more than tore-croatercality, Atcertain pointsin the 
film, particularly some focusing on Cady’s actions, the account 
of events and the style of editing arc designed to heighten 
suspense, Thisinercases thesenscofCady’scunningandthe peril 
he represents, as well as asenscofhisinvincibility and relentless 
pursuitofinflicting pain, tormentand losson the Bowden family. 

Althoughone wonders if Robert De Niroever tircsofhearing 
himsclf praised to the hilt, his staggeringly intense performance 
inthis film onceagaindescrvesthchighcstaccolades. Cady could 
have becnaone-dimensionalcharacter—madman; killer; rapist; 
a loathsome, detestable character who conjures up feelings of 
rage and fury — and he is, to an almost unbearably powerful 
degree. 

Butas played by De Niro, he is alsocapable of empathy and 
an awarcness of tie needs of others, if he so chooses. This 
attribute makes him appear all the more dangerous, because his 
threat may not be immediately cleartoeveryone. Those to whom 
histhrcatisnotapparent include the police andthe Bowdens’ 15- 
ycar-old daugtiter Danielle. 

This relationship becomes pivotal, as Danielle ~ wedged 
between her intermittently feuding parents — feels herself a 
strangerin hier vastresidence. Sherecently hasbeen in trouble for 
smoking marijuana, but this seems to be only one aspect of an 
ever-increasing alicnation from her family. We are shown in 
several instances her turmoil over witnessing her parents’ argu- 


. ments, followed by dieir fatse, and absurd, effortstoconvince her 


they are not fighting when they obviously are. 

Intothis world of untruths and mistrustenters Cady, who, with 
his soothing voice and deliberate inflection, quietly and calmly 
offers words that seem to genuinely offer aid in her quest to 
achieve an understanding of herself and the baffling events 
transpiring around her in her own home. 

At a time when her parents seem to react to her almost 
uniformly with anger, Cady initially seems to offer her kindness 
and understanding, And, of course, she docs notat first recognize 
the depths of his homicidal potential, his capacity for hurting 
women and others, 

Lewis as Danielle deserves praise for an extaordinary job in 
a very challenging role. The sweet little 15-year-old does not 
presenta consistently agreeable personality throughout the film, 
Initially, she appears at times hostile, almost confrontational, yet 
extremely vulnerable and ingenuous. 

In onc astonishingly powerful scene, for example, Cady lures 
Danielle to an empty auditorium, where he engages in highly

“We advocate for women in the courts,” she 
said, “And weoperate a transitional living facil- 
ity that offers personal counseling and training 
in independent living skills for its residents.” 

She said her academic, professional and so- 
cial service pursuits are connected by the com- 
mon thread of her passion for humanitarianism 
and humanities. 

Wells Venta said partofher motivation tobe 
involved with Wellspring isderived from one of 
her basic beliefs, 

“You inspire onepersonatatime. Weall are 
capablooftiat. Justbeingnicetoonepersoncan 
change that person’s day,” she said. “I believe 
that pcople can change the way things are.” 

Wells Venta said that when she attended her 


first Wellspring board mecting, the group was .

The newly opened Millard Observatory at 
the Neale Woords Nature Center offers an unin- 
hibited view of the heavens above. 

The rural setting of the observatory, which 
avoidsthe bright lights of the city, gives stargaz- 
ersaconvenient place to explore the wonders of 
the sky. , 

While atthe observatory, visitors will beable 
to view planets and stars through large tele- 
scopes. For the amateur astronomer, there will 
be naturalists on hand to explain what is being 
seen.” 

“Seeing the rings around Saturn will get 
anyonchookedonastronomy,” saidEric Votden, 
who has been a Fontenelle Forest Association 
naturalist and astronomer for eight years. 

Volden said many astronomers think view- 
ingthenight sky allowspeople toputthingsinto 
a better perspective, 

“Viewing the wonders of space makes us 
realize how unimportant our daily problems 
are,” Volden said. 

“When you see all the other barren planets

“Itshows you whathappens tothese women 
when images that are ercated or handed down 
by socicty and family arethrustupon them,” she 
said. 

“These women have spent their whole lives 
living up to someone's else’s image and they 
just come together at the right place and at the 
righttime,” she said, “Each has herown cathar- 
sis and realizes ‘I don’t have to follow those 
imagesanymore. lam wholamand that’s gotta 
be OK’.” 

Wells Venta said preparing for this play has 
involved some definite challenges. 

“It’s such a textured play, there’s never just 
one thing going on. There are layers and layers 
of things,” she said. “You've got what's going 
on in the scene plus the whole history of the 
relationships among the sisters, Because the 
play is very complex, the rehearsals are there- 
fore very complex.” 

But, Wells Venta added, she finds huge 
dividends in her work. 

“During performances, Istandattheback of 
theroomand! watch theactorsand I look atthe 
audience. Thien the actors execute something 
absolutely perfectly and the audience reacts... 
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you realize how lucky we are and how impor- 
tant it is to save the Earth.”

“The customers are not the problem, soci- 
ely says, (it says) the problem is the ‘bad 
women’.” 

“Prostitution is made up ef people doing 
things that they hate. Almost all of the Well- 
spring women are incest survivors, or victims 
of other kinds of physical abuse,” she said. “A 
lot of women are on the streets because they 
have nohomes. They fiavechitdren butno way 
to feed them.” 

“What fixes this problem is to help them,” 
Wells Venta said. 

“From a utilitarian point of view, even if 
you'renotparticularly ahumanist, that’s what's 
going togetprostitutesoff the streets —helping 
these women.” 

At Wellspring, Wells Venta said, “The 
women learn how to live together. They learn 


across the country such as San Francisco, 
Chicago, Minneapolis and Boston. 

On the international front, the play has
